The London Times ii n kind of oldeal 
eon among newspapers, and Punch th< 
jolly bachelor nucle, who makes occa- 
sional visits. 
Englishmen take thei: 


newspapers into their confldeoot 
have a half way of writing to thorn or. 
all sorts of subjects. If an Englishman 
rows down the Timmos and stops for 
Innobeoii at an inn and is overcharged, 
he writes to his newspaper, just as a lit- 
tle boy runs in to complain to his 
mamma of the rough treatment of. his 
playmates, and la,ter on the first letter 
is followed by others, in which the com 
parative merits and cost of light lunch- 
eons on the continent, in Seriugapa- 
tarn, in Kamchatka and everywhere 
else where Englishmen have oaten and 
drunk—and where have they iiot done 
these?—is discussed au fond. 
If horses 


stumble and fall iu Kotten row,', tnefo 
are letters on the subject which go into 
the matter of roadbnilding, modern 
horsemanship and the like, with quota- 
tions from Virgil and anecdotes of acci- 
dents that happened half a century ago. 
Not only the more serious weekly, but 
also the daily newspapers, give one tho 
impression that they feel themselves to 
some extent responsible for the contem- 
porary auditing of the accounts of the 
day of judgment. On the other • hand, 
the better class of English newspapers 
do not indulge in rash suppositions, 
hasty generalizations, uncertain guesses 
at probable future happenings and the 
daily exploitation of the personal affnirs 
of notorious nobodies.

haps this is preferable. If Mr. Balfour, 
for example, were to go abroad for a 
holiday, it would be considered vulgar 
to chronicle his doings and dinings and 
absolutely brutal and boorish to write 
particulars of the dress and behavior of 
his sister, or his wife, if he had oue. 
The sense of fair play of a nation of 
sportsmen does not permit an editor to 
torment even his enemy from behind a 
woman's petticoats.—Price Collier in 
Forum.

Tho lady is a very able and 
eloquent speaker, and she certainly did 
handle tho subject for all it was worth, 
producing facts, figures and plenty of 
good logic 
1 in support of her argument, 


Deiiton spoke thrillingly in opposi- 


tion, arguing against any possible bene- 
fit that could result from loading 
women into the filthy pool of politics. 


McNaughton asked for information 


relative to the workings of woman 
suffrage in Colorado and elsewhere. 


Gorman opposed the resolution and 


considered Beek a weak man, for he 
had to get a woman to speak for him. 


McDonald 
said the Republicans 


ould have settled this woman suffrage 


question when they were on deck and 
not left it for the Silver party to figure 
out. 


Allen of Eureka was opposed to 


woman suffrage but would vote for the 
bill in order to have the whole proposi- 
tion brought before the people if possi- 
ble. 


Speaker Allen opposed the measure, 


claiming that the women didn't want 
it. 


Noel made a nice little speech in 


favor of it, and a vote was taken result- 
Ing in the resolution being lost—11 to 
17. 


The committee arose and reported 


to the House in regular session ad- 
versely te the resolution. 


Hogan made a wind-up speech on the 


subject strongly and eloquently favor- 
ing woman suffrage, and the roll call 
on final passage resulted as follows:

ered His Candidacy BS ft Joke. 


Ex- Speaker Keed seems to be more 


gsriously a candidate for the presidency 
than ever before. In 1888 be regarded 
mob a possibility as a joke. That year 
a New England paper declared that the 
moat available men for the Bepnblican 
nomination were Congressmen Reed of J 
Maine, Hiscock of New York and Lon|J 
of Massachusetts. 


"As soon as we saw this," said Mr. 


Rccd at that time, "Long and I assem- 
bled ourselves together, held a caucus 
and agreed that the announcement, so 
far as we were concerned, was both 
timely and judicious, but wo decided 
by a unanimous vote that Hiscook was 
not available for reasons that must sug- 
gest themselves to every thonshful and 
patriotic man. This action having nar- 
rowed the contest down to Long and 
myself, I suggested, with the kindest 
and most disinterested motives, that for 
tho sake of harmony he ought to with- 
draw. He demurred to tho proposition 
nnd did not appear to take much inter- 
est in it until 1 offered to make it an 
object to him. I volunteered to pay him 
iiiS in lawful money if he would agree 
!o retire aud raako a speech nominating 
inn in tho presidential convention. He 
i i-plied that ho was not a $5 man, where- 
UT on I raised him to $8. If there is any 
thing I despise, it is uvarice. He replied 
that ho would not withdraw from the 
canvass and make the speech for less 
thiiii $J5 Hiid was willing to let mo 
write it or would submit it for my ap- 
proval. This was pretty steep, as Long 
i,:.'ln't Hie slightest chance of getting 
tin- nomination and isn't much of a 
apuikcr. But 1 agreed to pay him *5 
down and tho balance if I got the uom- 
imitioi: 
But Long eaid bo never did 


ta!:o rt contingent foe »nd never would. 
So there the nuttor hangs. If ho won't 
ngroo to share tho risk, lie shan't have 
any of tho poaohes. 
"I'm running for tho presidency, 


continued Mr. Reed at that time (this 
w;. in tho winter of 1887-8), "upon a 
bso.d and comprehensive platform, anc 
it 1 don't get tho nomination it won1' 
bo I'C.-iuso I'm not willing to give sat- 
iav.ciiou to people of all colors, racea, 
rili'sious and political views. I believe 
in giving uvery man equal rights and a 
tnir Miow 
I believe that it is tho duty 


of conyruss to pas,s a jndicions silve: 
li-ll R'ld am in favor of such a revisioi 
of tho tariff as shall give tho capita 
ai'd labor employed in the manufnctnr 
in;.' industries of the country every pro 
t(ction they ask, and at the same tim 
|i''ico ih'i luxuries as well as the neces 
..ivios of life within the reach of all. 
lu;lio\v tint every man, woman a 
•'iilj should receive a pension who 
artill'-'l to it; that every jnbt claim 
upon thopovornment should bo prompi 
1> nnd duly paid, with interest to date;' 
l hiit -.cTlional strife should bo smothered 
in initrrn.U love, and that tho dead is- 
t-n. f of tho war should be decently buried 
ar (;ovi rnmcnt expense. I am in favor 
of applying the principles of civil serv- 
ico reform to all the offices of tho gov- 
cinmout, so as to give entire satisfac- 
tion to thoso who are in us well as those 
who are out, and that all legislation in- 
tended to promote the prosperity of the 
country should bo promptly enacted by 
congress. 
On the labor question I am 


as sound as an oak saw log, nnd urge 
upon congress the passage of a bill that 
will settle forever and set at rest all 
controversies between the employer and 
tho employed. I believe that the surplus 
in tho treasury should remain unimpair- 
ed so far as is consistent with the finan- 
cial welfare of the country, and that con- 
gress should take such action in refer- 
ence to tho finances as will bring the 
greatest good to the greatest number.
